In such an event, the President 
will have ample opportunity to display his powers as a peacemaker and 
a diplomat. Representing Japan will be Viscount Ishii, formerly his 
country's Ambassador to the United States. He is 67, a veteran states- 
man, who has servad as his country's Minister of Foreign Affairs and ia 
now a Privy Councilor. Ishii is best known in the Uaited States as the 
negotiator of the Lansing-Ishii agreement of 1917, undet^ which the 
United States conceded that Japan has "special interests" in China. 
China's delegate to the parleys, T. V. Soong, although Minister of Finance 
in the Nanking Government, is practically inexperienced in diplomacy, 
his life having been charted more on the course of banking and business. 
Soong was educated at Harvard University and later attended a post 
graduate course at Columbia. He is a brother of Mme. Sun Yat-Sen, 
widow of the founder of the Chinese Republic 
Another sister is the wife 


of General Chang Kai-Shek, leading military figure in the Chinese Nation- 
alist Government. Soong feels very strongly about what he considers the 
injustice put upon his country by Japan, and one can readily imagine the 
fireworks that may ensce if the Manchurian question is allowed to inject
